The facts are that Gen. Harrison has not 
visited Mapleton in five years. itis true 
that he has since his nomination received 
letters from cranks, butitis not known 
that any of them were of a threatening 
character,

suggestion which they feel it carries to 
every crank in the country. 


AN OPIUM KING. 


Boss Harris and His Gang—Their 
Knormous Profits. 

Cnicaco, Dee. 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Aninteresting story was printed 
this morning of the operations of the opium 
smuggling gang, one of whose leaders, 
Capt. Durant, so narrowly escaped from the 
customs officers at Sand Beach, Mich., a 
week ago. A correspondent says: 

Duraut and his lieutenant, Charles Weit-

| zel, are living in style at the best hotel in 


Sarnia, and are lionized by the residents of 
that littie Canadian town. The correspond- 
ent had along talk with them yesterday. 
They have been smuggling opium for the 
last two years, and have successiully landed 
hundreds of thousands of doilars worth of 
the costiy drug onthe other side without 
being detected; but this last consignment 
they took over was discovered and seized by 
the government detectives, and it came 
near custing Durant his lifes Four detec- 
tives wayiaid him in the woods at night, 
touk him at a great disadvantage, and tried 
their best to end his life by standing 10 feet 
away aud firing 20 shots at him in rapid suc- 
cession ; but Durant has a charmed life and 
made his escape without injury. Every 
one around Sarnia knows him to be one of 
the most daring smuggiers who ever op- 
posed custom-huuse officers, They know 
aiso that he: is one of the trusted 
agents of a rich syndicate that was organ- 
ized several years agu for the express foes 
pose of opium into the United 
States from Victoria. 

‘The syndacate has $5,000,000 behind it, 
and is largely controlled by aman in Vie- 
toria known as “oss” Harris. He is im- 
mensely rich, and makes no effort to con- 
ceal the fact that he ia the biggest smuggier 
in the Dominion. He always has a large 
bank account there, and he has toid the 
cashier of oue of the leading banks that he 
and his associates had made miilions out of 
opium, AS an iilustration uf the big money 
to be made out ef the business, he said he 
brought down a consignment of opium from 
Victoria to Sarnia and empioyed two men 
to carry it across the river to Port Huron, 
whence it was shipped to California. The 
men carried the drug, which was packed in 
tin cans, in their coat, pockets and rode 
across the river on the reguiar passenger 
ferryboats. Although customs officers are 
constantly stationed on the ferries, the men 
who transported the drug were not de- 
tected, and the entire consignment was car- 
ried over in less than a week. Within four 
weeks from the time the drug left Victoria 
by this circuitous route it was safely deliv- 
ered at San Francisco. The United States 
Goverument was defrauded out of $100,000 
duties, and “Boss” Harris pocketed $30,900 
tor his share of the profits. 

Another active member of, the Harris 
gang operates under the assumed named of 
Spencer. He attends to shipping the goods 


from Victoria A rich San Francisco mer-- 


chant is said to be prominently identified 
with the syndicate. A man for many years 
in the employ of the United States Govern- 
inent a8 ah interpreter is another member. 
Toronto Chioamen and “Opium” of San 
Francisco comprise the rest of the syndi- 
cate. Besides these there area large num- 
ber of agents whose duty it is to look after 
the consignments after they leave Victoria, 
shoving them from one point to another in 
the Dominion, transporting them over the 
border and then reshipping them across the 
States to California, covering up their 
tracks in such a clever miner as to suc- 
cessfully eiude the vigilance of customs of- 
ficers..

Laurel Hill, San Mateocounty. ‘The blush- 
ing bride, though also quite young, was 
well known in society, and while-Master 
Bigelow was studying his lessons, playing 
marbles for “keeps”? with. his little play- 
mates and otherwise enjoying the joys of 
school life, is said to have continued to 
shinein the social world and to have shunned 
the duties of a matron. Whether it was 
because when Master bigelow missed his 
lessons, Gleaned out apple orchards or mis- 
behaved himself in schoo!-boy fashion, that 
he was soundly spanked or rattanned by

KRUSSELL’S HIGHWAYMEN. 


One of the Gang Turns State's Evi- 
dence. 

The preliminary examination of Kirby, 
Germain, Cocbran and Jones, the four 
highwaymen recently captured by Jailer 
Russell, was commenced before Justice 
Taney yesterday afternoon at 1 o’clock. 
The robbers have evidently given up all 
hope of getting out of the penitentiary, and 
said that they did not a lawyer, which 
greatly facilitated matters. There are six 
or seven separate counts against them, 
on “every one of which there is 
a plain case. The testimony of the 
two men robbed at Sepuiveda and 
one at the Four-mile House was heard,after 
which Mrs. Waters took the stand, and told 
when the men came to ber house, and also 
when they left on the afternoon of the rob- 
beries.

Jones, one 
of the gang, was put on the stand, and toid 
everything connected with the robberies,and 
how they were carried out, substantially 
the same as heretofore given to District At- 
torney Dupuy and Jailer Russell and pub- 
lished in Tug Times. Jones’s testimony 
seemed to break up the whole outfit, and 
they had nothing to say. Each of the men 
was bound over in the sum of #2500 on each 
charge, and as their are eight of them, the 
bail will probably run very close to $20,000, 
The hearing of the case will be resuyed 
this morning at 9 o’clock. 


WRIGHT VS. WATSON.

AGAINST DIVISION. 


Anaheim Sentiment on Col. Ed- 
wards’ Hill. 
{Ananeim Gazette.| 

Among the bills to be introduced in the 
Legislature early next month will be one 
by Asseinblyman Edwards of Santa Ana 
for the division of thecounty. Tne division 
line wili be placed at Coyote Creek, begin- 
ning at the ocean near Long Beach, and 
extending to within a few miles of Pomona. 
The proposed new county wiil contain the 
towns of Anaheim, Fullertoa, Santa Ana, 
Orange, Tustin, Westminster, Garden 
Grove, Fairview, Norwaik, Wilmington, 
El Modena and the various towns in the 
southern part of this county. The popufa- 
tion ef these places is set down at 11,000. 

If the bill had for its purpose the estab- 
lishing of the county seat at Santa Ana, 
Mr. Edwards could not have arranged the 
boundary line with more effect. Less than 
one-fourth of the present county is segre- 
gated by this ridiculous dividing line. This 
is because another division of the county 1s 
contemplated, Pomona being the other 
‘seeker for the emoluments of a county seat. 
Had the line been placed at New River, 
there might have been some _ sem- 
blance to the purpose of the _ bill, 
which we are told is to be. intro- 
duced because the present county is. too 
large. If the county is large enough to di- 
vide atall, there is no necessity for placing, 
the line of division anywhere but at New 
River. This would give us a larger popula- 
tion, make taxation easier, an ive the 
new county more weight ion the delibera- 
tions of the Leyislature. But the Coyote 
Creek division line smells teo palpably of a 
Santa Ana job. However, there is no 
danger of division at this time, Los Ange- 
les has denied division for twenty years. 
First one town and then another has 
clamored for divison, but the county seat 
would not have itso. Thetime for division 
will come when the sty of Los Angeles be- 
comes ready to change itself into a city and 
county government, and not before. ‘Then 
the balance of the county (Pomona and 
Murchison included) will be enabled to 
set up in business for themselves. ‘That 
time is rapidly approaching. We cannot 
allow the county to be divided at the Coyote 
Creek; and we do not care to have it di- 
vided now, Mr. Edwards—poco tiempo.

Senator Sherman on the 
Negro Problem. 


Beth Houses of Congress Take a Hol- 
iday Recess. 


Those Alleged Alaskan Infamies De- 
clared a Myth. 


Opponents of the Nicaragua Canal Loading the 
Measure with A d ts—Senator Vest 
Still Snorting Over the Late Presiden- 
tial Election—Washingion Notes, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Seuator Sherman was this 
evening serenaded by the recently organ- 
ized “John Sherman Republican League” 
(colored) of the District of Columbia, An 
address on behalf of the league was read 
and presented, thanking ,the Senator for 
his great and unremitting services on be- 
half of the colored race. They protested 
against the recognition of protecting Dem- 
ocrats in the South by their elevation to 
high oflicees under the incoming Adminis- 
tration, and called upon the American peo- 
pie to protect their brothers in certain see- 
tions in the South, in the exercise of their 
constitutional rights as freemen, 

Senator Sherman, in reponse, said in 

part: ‘The probiem of securing to you the 
peaceful enjoyment of equal rights and 
privileges is the most difficult one in 
American polities. So far as the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of our country can do it, 
you stand before me invested with every 
right of freemen. If in some of the South- 
ern States these rights are denied to you, 
you must remember and make allowauces 
Tor tbe opinions and prejudices of ages and 
for your inforced ignorance. Those prej- 
udices will disappear as you acquire educa- 
tion and property; and you can win by 
moderation and good character the respect 
and confidence of the sons of those who 
held you or your ancestors as slaves. If 
you suffer injustice under the shadow of 
tle past, remember that never before in 
human history did an emancipated race or 
class make such progress in so short a time 
as you have done.”’ 
Senator Sherman expressed the hope and 
belief that the next Congress ‘would pass a 
uniform election law to secure to every man 
the right to vote and have that vote counted, 
but he warned them that Congress could 
not interfere in local elections. ‘Your 
hope is in moral conviction growing 
stronger day by day, that injustice to you 
reacts on your oppressors.” it was for 
them, the speaker said, to show the untruth 
of the charge that they were not fitted for 
the duties of citizenship, and,+that in those 
States where they were numerous they 
would establish negro rule and endanger 
civilization. 


WYOMING'S POPULATION. 


Gov. Moonlight Thinks the Figures 
Are Put Too High. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gov. Moonlightof Wyoming 
has submitted to the Secretary, of the In- 
terior a supplemental report on the popula- 
tion of that Territory. In explanation of 
his purpose in making the report, the Goy- 
ernor says: ‘‘The question of the- popula- 
tion of Wyoming seems at present to be 
agitating the minds of the press of the Ter- 


of the people, and as from recent publica- 
tions and quotations it will be seen that the 
reports of the Governor in 1887 and 1885 are 
used as authority by those seeking te make 
the population large, IL have deemed it 
proper. in -justice to myself and for the 
sake of truth, to ake this report.”’ 

He then quotes from the reports of Gov- 
ernors of the Territory for the last few years, 
showing that the estimated population for 
1885 (Gov. Warren) was 65,000, in 1886 (Gov. 
Gov. Moon- 
light), 85,000; in 1888 (Gov. Moonlight), 
85,000. His own estimates, the Governor 
says, were based upon former reports and 
inquiries among the people, as no census 
had been taken since 1880. He is satisfied 
that his previous estimates were too high. 
He bases his judgment upon the number of 
votes cast for Delegate in November. This 
vote was 18,008, from which the Governor 
estimates the real population to be about 
55,500,

Mr. Cooke read, with many comments, 
the testimony of Thomas O’Donnell, a spin- 
ner in Fall River, Mass., showing for him- 
selt and wife and twochildren that he had 
not earned $150 in a year; that he had had 
no help from the outside, but that he had 
little tuel or food the preceding winter; 
that his wife had only had one dress, cost- 
ing $2 since her marriage six years before; 
that this condition of things existed for 
more than six years; that it was not confined 
to him, but that there could not be less than 
1000 operatives in Fall River in like condi- 
tion, “That,” said Mr. Cooke, “is the con- 
dition of protected American workingmen, 
to pay whom and to support whose families 
the American people are taxed an average 
of 57 per cent, on everything they eat, drink 
or wear, even on the grave clothes of the 
dead,”’ 

Mr. Dawes admitted that such cases did 
exist, but he asked Mr. Coke which was the 
better remedy, “to furnish employment or 
take it away.”’ He showed that the amount 
of deposits in Massachusetts savings banks 
was $515,000,000, and that 75 per cent, of 
that amount represented deposits of wage- 
earners. 

Mr. Coke turned from the cotton opera- 
tivesof Massachusetts to the miners of 
Pennsylvania, and quoted the testimony of 
John Jarrett, to the effect’ that the con- 
dition of coal miners, numbering, at least, 
90,000, is “pitiable and miserabie.”’ In con- 
clusion he said: “This is protection. This 
is the policy which is claimed to have had 
the sanction of the American people at the 
late election. The policy has never been 
by the American people,and never 
will be. 

Mr. Hawley said he did not knowin the 
State of Connecticut any such people as 
O’Donnell. ‘There were everywhere some 
shiftiess, drinking, idle men who could not 
getaliving. But in the savings banks of 
Connecticut (with a population of 670,000) 
the deposits amounts to $102,000,000, mostly 
the savings of servants and operatives. 
Massachusetts had a proportionate amount 
in her savings bank. ‘These two facts were 
a most emphatic answer to what the Sen- 
ator from Texas had been saying about the 
condition of the people of New England. 

Mr. Hoar also replied to Mr. Coke. He 
denied that there was any such condition of 
ot things as that described. lt was not a 
true picture of the working people of New 
England. The stuff which the Senator 
from ‘Texas talked of and read was pure 
nonsense. 

The bill went over without action on Mr.

The Samoan Correspondence Laid 
Before Congress. 
The Secretary’s Dickerings with the 
German Minister,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—|By the Asso 
ciated Press.| The President today trans 
mitted to Congress the Samoan correspond- 
ence meftioned in his annual message.

Government by Germany. 

On November 4, 1888, Baron Zedtwi 
German Charge d’Affaires, handed i 


tary Bayard a memorandum containing & 
counter project of the German Governm@t 
to the proposition of Bayard. Bayarl’s 
proposition was that the executive brah 
of the future Government of Samoa shotid 
consist of a council composed of five per- 
sons, viz., the King, Vice-King and threes 
foreign ministers, to be chosen from the 
nationalities of the three treaty-making 
powers, and to discharge the duties of Min 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Minister of the lr 
terior and ‘Treasurer. ‘These ministe 
should have seats on the floor of the Fa 
puie and take part in the debates. Th 
principal objection to this plan urged 7 
the German Government was that in 
country like Samoa, where there is a pop 
lation of 35,000 living in the most primitiv} 
condition, a division of the governmert 
into branches is not at present 
practicable, and that the appointment a 
three white ministers would entail too greit 
an expense. 
ENGLAND NOT INTERESTED. 

In a communication from the United 
States Legation at London, dated May 8th, 
the Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs for 
Great Britain is reported as saying: ‘Her 
Majesty’s Government has seen no cause to 
take part on either side in the differences 
between King Malietoa and the Emperor of 
Germany. At present Tamasese is King de 
facto, and will be recognized by Her Maj}- 
esty’s Government.’’ 

_Consul-General Sewall on May 24th says 
that peace and order continue to be main 
tained by German ships of war, but native 
disaffection prevails throughout the group 
He also says that the German Government 
has sought to enforce its supremacy on thé 
istand by control of the maiis, and appvint- 
ing Vice-Consul postmaster.

in a letter of August 2d, trom Secretary 
Bayard to Minister Phelps, in which he ex- 
presses the views of this Government upon 
the Samoan treaty, he says: “I do not{pere 
ceive at present any reassn why the United 
States should yield any part of its existing 
exciusive consular jurisdiction over Ameri- 
cans in Samoa.” 

On the lstof October Bayard communi- 
cated to Pendleton, Minister to Germany, 
the intention of the United States to respect 
the choice of the Samoan people in their 
selection of Malietoa, and assumed that the 
other treaty-making power would take a 
Similar course, In response Mr. Coleman 
of the legation at Berlin telegraphed Bay- 
ard that Privy Ceunselor Halstein had in- 
formed him that the German Consul at 
Apia had been directed to restrict his action 
to what was necessary to secure the lives 
and property of German subjects. 

AN UNAVAILING PROTEST. 

Under date of Apia, October 8th, Come 
mander Leary informed Capt. Fritze thas 
under the shadow of the German fort at 
Mulinum Atrocities had been committed on 
American property, and the lives of Ameri- 
can owners had been threatened and jeop- 
ardized by armed marines, who appeared to 
be sheltered by the naval force belonging 
to the vessels under Capt. Fritze’s com- 
mand. In reply Capt. Fritze says: “Such 
is the state of affairs in Somoa that I have 
to regard the question addressed to me as 
not totally devoid of a political character, 
and so beg you to consider the matter in the 
hands of diplomatic representatives of the 
United States and Germany residing in 
Samoa.”’ 

On November 2ist Bayard wrote to Count 
Arco, Germau Minister at Washington: 
“In consequence of the verbal communica- 
tion made to me by you yesterday under 
the instructions of your Government, in 
relation to the interests of Germans and of 
Americans at Samoa, I have informed our 
representative at Berlin and shall similarly 
instruct the United States Consul at Samoa 
that every endeavor is to be made to avoid 
all friction or conflict of interests between 
the citizens of the two governments in their 
business operations in the islands. In case 
of any question arising which cannot be 
promptly and satisfaciorily arranged be- 
tween those officials, then the points of dis- 
pute should at once be remitted for dicision 
to Berlin or this Capital. Il believe it was 
clearly uhderstood between us that the 

resent condition of affairs at Samoa has 

n reported similarly to the Foreign Of- 
fice at Berlin and to this department, 


; and that when the dispatch from this de- 


partment was read to Baron von Halstein 
he stated that he had received the same ac- 
count from the German _ representative; 
that his Government was indifferent as to 
the choice of aking by the Samoans, only 
requiring that German interests should not 
be injured. Certainly this would also 
the wish of this Government, and, being 
thus agreed, I hope you will recommend to 
your government that its officials in Samoa 
shall be instructed to coéperate with the 
officials of the United States for the peace- 
ful conduct of aftairs in these regions, and 
if any cause of difference shall arise which 
cannot be arranged by their joint efforts, in 
such acase a report shall at once be had to 
the home government of either party in 
order tkat an amicable result can be 
reached,’”’ 
DOESN’T CARE ANYWAY. 

In anote to Mr. Coleman, in charge of 
the legation at Berlin, under the same date, 
Bayard stated that he agreed with Baron 
von Halsein that it was a matter of indiffer- 
ence to this Government what chief might 
be at the head of Samoan affairs. 

On November 25d Mr. Sewall, being then 
in Washington, infornsed Secretary Bayard 
that the indisposition on the part of the 
German Consul at Samoa to act in friendly 
codperation with him arose out of a misap- 
prehension as tw his motiyes, and froma 
misapprehension as to the policy of this 
Government, and expressed the wish that 
nothing should stand in the way of an en- 
tire harmonious, codbperation between them, 
in order that the present unfortunate strife 
might be terminated. 

In a letter to Count Arco, under date of 
November 26th, Secretary Bayard calls at- 
tention to this expression of Sewall, and 
hopes the German ;Consu! at Apia will be 
made cognizant of :the same, so that there 
may be ne misunderstanding in regard te 
these facts when Sewall returns.

Hydraulic Mining Denounced. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec, 21.—A convention 
was held this afternoon to discuss the pro- 
jectof Engineer A. Boschke in regard to. 
his plan to provide for the flood waters of 
the Sacramento River and his scheme for 
draining the low lands. George Obleyes 
editor of the Yuba Citv Farmer, introduced 
a preamble and resolutions condemning 
hydraulic mining and demanding that Con- 
gress pass such laws as will restore the 
river and its tributaries and perpetually 
stop the hydraulic mining interest. The 
resolutions were unaniwously adopted. it 
was decided to place the entire matter in 
the hands of the Executive Committee.

A Formidable Weapon of War.

More Frands Come to Light in Every 
Precinct. 


Story’s Proposition to Have the En- 
tire Vote Counted Again. 


The B'celow Divorce Case Assumes a New Phase— 
The Bar Association Invoked to Investi- 
gate the Doings of Attorneys 
in the Suit, Ete, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Dee. 21.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.}] The Chronicle will say 
tomorrow: ‘McLaine, whois keeping the 
unofficial tally with Levy for Timothy G. 
Phelps in Judge Wilson’s court, today dis- 
covered a large numberof Democratic bal- 
lots in the Fifth Congressional District 
bearing the name of Robert Farrell for 
Congress. He accounts for Phelps’s enor- 
mous gain in the unofficial count by stating 
that in his opinion. these ballots were all 
counted for Clunie. Today in_ the 
official count Clunie lost .64 votes in 
nine precincts of the Fortieth Assembly 
District, and 14 were gained by Phelps, 
which gives the latter a gain in the single 
district of 75 votes and a total gain for 
Phelps of 145 votes in two Assembly dis- 
tricts, and gives him a majority over Clunie 
of 98 votes. Mr. MeLaine also stated that 
he was present while the fifth precinct of 
the Thirty-ninth District was being counted 
by the Precinct Election Board and he saw 
numerous cases where, in the ballots, the 
name ot A. J. Raisch, running for State 
Senator, was scratched and Ciunie’s name 
written in instead. ‘These ballots were ail 
counted for Clunie for Congress. 1n.one case 
the name of Works for the Supreme Court 
was scratched for Clunie.and it was counted 
for the latter for Congress. The gentlemen 
counting for Phelps in Judge Finn’s court 
say that Phelps gained 14 and Clunie lost 
49 yotes, making a net gain of 65 for Phelps 
during the day.” 

The Examiner will say: ‘‘Dr. Congdon, 
who represents Gen. Clunie in the recount 
before Judge Finn, states that the figures 
show a loss of 36 for Phelps and a net gain 
of 46 for Clunie, which, added "to his pre- 
vious gain of 99, 
date.”’ 

It was discovered by the recount under 
the O’Donnell contest today that he had 
been defrauded out of 27 votes in the 
ninth precinct of the Forty-fourth District. 
Thirteen votes which should have been 
counted for him were credited to the other 
candidates for Mayor, while 14 votes which 
he should have received were not credited 
either to him or others. Altogether, O’ Don- 
nell’s gains during the day were 56 votes. 

Charles R. Story, the deteated candidate 
on the Republicin ticket for Mayor, has 
made a proposition for a non-partisan re- 
count. He says: ‘I will offer myself as 
an omnibus plaintiff, provided the Demo- 
crats and Republicans shall first unite and 
make up a sufficient summons to defray the 
expenses of the contests.”

California's Dried-fruit Industry 
Proving a Bonanza. 

San Francisco, Dee. 21.—[Bv the As- 
sociated Piess.| George W. Meade & Co. 
have issued their fourteenth annual review 
of the raisin, dried-fruit and nut industries 
of California. The review states that the 
past vear has been an auspicious one to 
California, and speaks in glowing terms of 
the advantages offered by the State. Among 
the orchard and vineyard productions for 
the past year, which are computed in the 
review, are the following: Raisins, 915,090 
boxes; honey, 3,000,000 pounds; French 
prunes, 
dried, 2,000,000 pounds; apricots, bleached, 
2,500,000 pounds; peaches, bleached and un- 
peeled, 2,200,000 pounds; walnuts, 1,000,000 

yunds, 

‘The review states that the output was not 
as large as estimated earlier in the season. 
The Malaga crop of raisins this year is both 
short and rain damaged, which necessarily 
caused light shipments to New York from 
Spain, and California raisins consequently 
reaped the benefit. The quality of many 
packs of California raisins shows great Im- 
yrovement on former. years. There has 

een an increased product of stemiless dried 
grapes, Thereview continues: ‘ihe out- 
put of prunes this year has been abundant. 
ihe crop was very large and of very nice 
quality generally, but the prices realized 
have been much less than last year, partly 
on account of the large crop and vi § on 
account of foolish consignments made by 
many of our growers to eastern commission- 
houses, 
new orchards having come into bearing. 
New peach orchards are being planted con- 
tinuaily throughout California. ‘bere has 
been a very faircrop of figs of the black 
variety this year, which was principally 
sold to the coast trade. Some genuine 
white Adriatic and whito Smyrna figs of 
California growth made their appearance 
in the market this year, which in color and 
le are every way equal to the imporied 
gs.
